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General DESCRIPTION. 


XFORD was a conſiderable Plus 
() the Time of the Ramams; which 1: plai ain 

by their making a Pigreſſion to it hm 
their great Road. Caiubden ſays, from our old 
Chronicles, that it was conſecrated to the 
Muſes in the Brizh Age; King Alfred being 
only the Reſtorer of Learning, as We may 
earn from the beſt Hiſtorians. 

Soon after the Conqueſt King Fiery J. 
built a Royal Palace in Beaumont near Cliu- 
ceſter Green, the Ruins of which are ſtill vitt- 
ble. In King Henry the Third's Time, the 
Univerſity had no leis than 1 5000 Students. 

Before the Conqueſt, Anno 1071, Robert 
D'Oyl:e founded St. George's College, on the 
Spot where the Caſtle now ſtands, for a Prior 
and Canons, In 1129 the faid College was 

| 3 tranſlated 
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tranſlated to Ofeney Abbey, by Rebert D'Oylie 
his Nephew, and erected into a Biſhop's See, 
whoſe Palace ſtood where /F5rce/ter College 

now ftands. In 1546, the ſaid College and 
Biſhoprick were tranſlated to Chri/t-Church. 
Ning A/frcd built three Colleges in it; one 
for Divinitv, ancther for Philoſophy, and a 
third for Grammar. Soon afterwards the Danes 
burnt it, and Ilareld Harefogt, who reign'd in 
1036, to revenge the Death of fome of his 
I ollowers, lain here, fo viole ntly treated them, 


that the Scholars left it, and it lay waſte till 


bout the Norman Conqueſt. In the Time of 
Ning Irn it had 3000 Students, who, being 
bad} ved by the Townſmen, went part to 
Rear and part to Cambridge. After this, 
when Miitters were again ſettled, the Students 
were divided into two factions, the North and 
the South; in diſcontent the latter left Oxford, 
and went to Stamford in Lincolnſhire, where they 
began to ercct an Univerlity ; but this Quarrel 
was adjuited, they return'd, and have conti- 
nu'd here ever fince. Semper flo want Academe ! 
It +8 ittuated on a ſmall Eminence, encom- 
paficl chiefly with Meadows. "I heſe Meadows 
are about a Mile over, beyond which are Hills 
of a moderate Height, bounding the Profpect 
trom the Town, to the Eaſt, South and Weit. 
Towards the Eaſt there is a continued Aſcent 
of two Aliles to the top of a high Hill, which 
goes by the Name of Shatover- Heath, from 
whence there is a fine Proſpect of the City and 
adincent Country, as there is alſo from the 
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The whole Town, including the Suburbs, t3 
a Mile in Length from Eaſt to VV eſt, and :. 
moſt as much in Breadth from North to South; 
being three XIiles in Circumierence, belt it 
of an irregular Figure, and many vo! 4s 
are comprehen:! el within theſe Li mite, beide“ 
the numerous Courts and Gardens belohgite 
the reſpective Colleges. 

The City, properly ſo called, formerly 1: 
rounded by a Wall, is of an es Form, an I 
not much more than two Miles in Cire: mter- 
ence. Magdalen Collage, with the Lattern : 
well as "hg Northern Suburbs, which costa 
the Pariſhes of F{z/ytwell, IIugdluluu, St. Ci 
ment's and St. Gilis's, with Bail, Triuitr, St. 
Jahns and TFadham Colleges, are without the 
old Walls, of which hardly any thing remains 
at preſent but the North and Eaſt Gates. The 
Fortifications and Outworks, raiſed by the 
Royalifts in the Time of the Civil Wars, in- 
cluded all the Suburbs, but they alſo are now 
almoſt entirely demoliſhed. 

The principal Street of the City runs from 
Faſt to Weſt, almoſt the Length of the Town, 
but under different Names; the Eaſt End gors 
by the Name of the High-Strcet, the Middle ot 
ir is called the C Buteber-Roto, and the Weſt 
End Ca/tle-Street. The Eaſt End forms a very 
ſpacious Street, clean and well paved; it is 
adorned with the Fronts of three fine Colleges, 
viz. Univerſity, Queen's and All-Szuls, he 
Univerſity Church of St. Mary's, and the new 
beautiful Church of A!/-Saint; ; but the private

The fecon | Street in Oxf5rd is that which 
runs from $411 ty North, croſſing the Street 
aircady deſcr:;t wr bout the Middle, from whence 
that Pe rt of the oven has obtained the Name 
cf .

[he South End of this ſecond Street is call'd 
Fi; oy ee, and the other Und of it the Carn— 
i: (it, Hm whence we pats through Bzcardo, 
ot the North Gate, into .Hardaten Pariſh, and 
? Ups e, Which form à very ſpacious Street, 

in ſome reſpects preferable to cither of the 
fr rmer. On the Eaſt Side of Fi/h-Strect ſtands 
that noble College of Chrijt Church, the mag- 
nmincentFront whereof is extended three hundred 
and ſixty Feet. Some of the private Build- 
ings here, and in that Part of this Street called 
the C:ra-Mai tet, are preferable to thoſe of the 
High- Street 

But the pleaſanteſt Part of the Town, eſpe- 
cially for thoſe that love Retirement, is St. 
Gies's, which lies without the North Gate. 
This has all the Advantages of Town and 
Country; it is broader than the High-Street, 
well planted with Elms on each Side, and het- 
ter built, ſeveral of the houſes being of white 
hewn Stone; and in this Street alſo ſtand the 
Colleges of Balis and St. John. 

The chief Bride zes are, firſt, Ea/t-Þridge, 
which lies over the River Cher alt being the 
grand Avenue from Lenden. Ihe ſecond lies 
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over the %, on the South Side of the Town, 
being the Avenue from Abingdon in Berk/hire : 
And the third is the Flizh-Bridge, over the ſame 
River Iſis, in the Weſt Part of the Town. Be- 
ſides which there are ſome leſſer Bridges, with 
Cauſeys running from them near a Mile in 
Length, croſs the Meadows which encompa6 
the I oven.

Of the Churches which give Names to the 
ſeveral Pariſhes already enumerated, there we 
out four which are remarkable, diz. St. Mas s, 
All-Saints, St. Peter's in the Eaſt, and St. Jeb 8. 
St. A7azry's ſtands on the North Side of the 
Hizh-Street, and is the Church to which the 
Univ erfity reſort on Sundays and Holidays to 
hear Sermons preached by the Appointment of 
the Vice-Chancellor ; and the Pariſhioners at 
difterent Times of the Day attend Divine Ser- 
vice here. It is a magnificent Gothic Church, 
and juſtly admired: for its fine Portico ro the 
South; and over one of the Weſt Windows, 
on the Outhde of the Church, is a imall Bust 
of the Virgin Mary, by one of the greateſt 
Maſters, as the Work ſpeaks, but his Name 
is not known. It is remarkable that Foreigneis 
viſit this Buſt readily, though little oblerved by 
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durſeches. This Church has a beautiful Spire, 
and a handſzme Chanccl, paved with black 
and white Marble. 

There being three Ifles in the Church, the 
Vice-Chancelior fits at the Weſt End of the 
Middle Ifle, on a kind of Throne elevated 
{ume few Steps. Below the Vice-Chancellor 
fit the two Proctors; and on each Side of 
him, deicending, fit the Heads of Colleges and 
Halls, and the Doctors; and below them the 
voun; Noblemen; and in the Middle fit the 
alters of Arts, on Benches. The Pulpit ſtands 
toward the Lower-End, i in that Part aſſigned to 
the "Townſmen ; the Preacher ſtanding with 
his Face to the Weſt, oppoſite to the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Univeriity. There are 
(Jalleries alſo at the Wett End for the Bache- 
lers and Ender-Graduates; under the Middle 
Par: of which are Seats for the Wives and 
Daughters of the Heads of Houfes, and female 
Strangers of diſtinction. 

In the Steeple of this Church are ſix heavy 
Bells, tuncable enough, which are rung on all

The Church of All- Saints ſtands in the ſame 
Igh-Street, a little to the Weſtward of St. 
Aus. his is a very beautiful Fabrick, of 
white hevn Stone, but ſo lofty that the Voice 
is !o!t 122 :t; the louder the Preacher ſpeaks, the 
ils he is underſtood; but it is thought the 
Þ.uli.ng of a Gallery at the Veſt End will cure 
tis Fault, This Church is 72 Feet long, 42 
broad, and 50 high, and bot a ſingle Pillar in 

it; 
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it; it has a beautiful fretwork Ceiling, a fine 
Altar-Piece, Pulpit, and Marble Font. 

The Outſide of the Roof is encompaſſed 
with a Stone Balluſtrade, and the Spire Steeple 
'> adorned with Pilaſters and other proper De- 
corations. 

St. Peter's in the Eaſt is a fine ancient Stone 
Church, now near $09 Years old. It was the 
firſt Church built of Stone in this Part of the 
Kingdom. The Univerſity go to this Church 
on Sundays in the Afternoon in Lent, and on 
hve or fix other particular Days in the Year. 

The laſt Church which deſerves our Atten- 
tion is that of St. John's, which ſerves as a 
Chapel to Merton College. This is a hand- 
ſome, old Gzthic Building, ſaid to be the beſt 
proportioned Church in I own, and better a- 
dorned on the Inſide than moſt of them; it 
has a very large ſquare Tower for its Steeple, 
but not lofty. | 

The Town-Hall, where the Seſſions and 
Aſſizes are held, will ſpeedily be rebuilt; and 
the Conduit, which ſtands in the Middle of the 
Town, at Quater vais, or the Meeting of the 
four principal Streets, is a magnificent and cu- 
rious Piece of Work. 

There is little left of the Caſtle but a ſmall 
Part of the Building, now converted into a 
Priſon; and near it is a pleaſant Garden, which 
goes by the Name of Paradiſe, in which are 
Camomile and Graſs Walks, planted with 
Ever-Greens, and almoſt all manner of Fruit 
Trees and Flowers,

Near the Caſtle are the Ruins of the ancient 
Town-Hall, where in 1577, was held the 
Black Aſſize, when the Liciiftonant of the Coun- 
th, eight Eſquires and Juſtices, and alinoft al 
the Gentlemen of tie Grand Jury died of the 
poiſunous Smell from the Jail. Above One 
Hundred Scholars, beſides 'Townſmen, were 
ſeiz'd with the Difteper. It laſted about a 
Month, when the Ini..:ivn ceas'd. On the 
Top of the artificial Hi!! near the Caſtle is an 
Entry into a large arch'd Room, formerly us'd 
as a Magazine | in Time of War. 

The Uni: erſity Library, uſually is called the 
Budlcian, from St r Thomas Bzdley, its principal 
Founder. This is a large, lofty Structure, 
built of Stone, in the Form of a Roman H, 
and is faid to contain the greateſt Number of 
Books of any Library in Europe, (except that 
of the Vatican) a Catalogue whereof is printed, 
being itſelf two Folios of no mean Size. 

To give ſome Account of the Foundation 
of the public Library from Cambder The 
Ground on which the Divinitz Sho] was built 
was purchaſed by the Univertty in the Year 
1427, and upon ſeveral Contributions that Struc- 
ture was ſoon after begun, but inter micted, till, 
by the Piety of Humphrey Duke of CElacgſber, it 
was carried on and compleated. The ſame 
Duke, over the Divinity School, erected this 
Library, which he furniſhed with 129 choice 
Volumes he procured from [taiy ; ; heudes which 
he gave 126 Volumes more in che Year . 4.40, 
and in the Year 1443 a much greater N ui, 
deſides conſiderable Additions at his Leath, 

three 
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three Years aſter : But theſe Books have been 
long fince loſt. 

In the Year 1597, Sir Thomas Badley, Knt. 
formerly a Member of this Univerſity, repaired 
the old Library of Humphrey Duke of Gleceſler, 
and fitted it for the Reception of Books, Hun 
Dom. 1599. An additional Eaſtern Gallery 
was begun by him in the Year 1610, and ano- 
ther Gallery, projected by him, was erected 
atterwards. 

Sir Themas Bodlley furniſhed the Library with 
the beſt Books he could procure from all Parts 
of the World, in memory of which Bcactaction 
the Earl of Dorſet cauſed the Statue of Sir Themas 
to be erected in the Library. 

dir Thomas Bedley died Fan. 28, 1612, leaving 
a conſiderable Eſtate in Land and Money for 
Salarics to the Officers, and keeping the Library 
in Repair. He alto left Statutes for the Go- 
vernment of it, which were confirmed in Con- 
vocation ; and Sir Themas was declared by the 
Univerſity to be the Founder. 

The Farl of Pembrike afterwards, by the 
Perſuaſion of Archbiſhop Laud, gave almoſt all 
the Collection of Greek Manuſcripts, which 
Francis Barroccis the Venetian had gathered to- 
zcther with great Pains and Coſts, thought to 
ve the moſt valuable Collection that ever came 
into England at once. The Earl reſerved 22 
of them for his own Uſe, which Crime! 
bought and gave afterwards; and Sir Tama,

Sir Kendlm Di, 7/4 alſo prefented a great Num- 
ber of Manut{ cripts, new bound, which he had 
gotten in his Iravel>;z and Archbiſhop Laud 
having ſent into che Eaſt to buy Oriental Ma- 
nuſcripts, and to the Marts in Germany, pro- 
cure! thirteen hundred large Volumes of Books, 
written in above twenty Languages. By this 
Biſhop's Inſtigation the Univ erſity added ano- 


ther Building to Duke Humphrey's Library, 


which brought it into the Shape of a Roman H, 
where, beſides the Books before mentioned 
the moſt excellent Study of the Learned John 
Selden, of the Inner-Temple, Landon, Eſq; is 
placed. Many other Benefactors have much 
increaſed this 1; ibrary; General Fairfax, after- 
wards Lord Ip Dr. Mar/hall, Rector of 
Lincoln College; Dr. Barlow, late Lord Biſhop 
of Lincoln, &c. which, with certain Libraries 
N by the Univerſity of Dr. Huntington, 

r. Greaves, and Dr. Pocock, have made it the 
largeſt Univerſity Library in Europe. 

he next public Buildings I ſhall deſcribe are 

the Schools, which, with one Side of the Li- 
brary, form a ſmall Square of thirty Yards over 
either Way. The principal Front of the Schools 
on the Outſide is about 1 50 Feet in Length, in 
the Middle whereof is a great Gate, with a mag- 
nificent Tower over it; in which is Sir Henry 
Savill:'s Library; and the higheſt Apartments 
of the Tower are uſed for Aſtronomical Obſer⸗ 
vations, and ſome Experiments in Philoſophy. 

Three Sides of the upper Story of the Schools 


are taken up with the Picture Gallery, richly 


acorn” d with Pictures, a large Cabinet of! me 
dals, 
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quale, and feveral Caſes of Books. There has 
lately been given ſeveral valuable Pictures, be- 
ſides the famous Men conſtantly added. Tt 
is entirely new floor'd, and in general greatly 
beautified. The Uſes of the ſeveral Schools 
below are ſignified over the Doors. 

A few Paces from the Schools ſtands the 
Theatre, in form almoſt circular; it hath a 
flat Roof, compoſed of ſhort Pieces of Timber 
continued to a great Breadth, without Arch- 
work or Pillar to ſupport them, being ſuſtained 
only by the Side-Walls and their own Texture, 
tho from Side-Wall to Side-Wall it is 80 Feet 
over one Way, and 70 the other, which gave 
Occaſion to ſay, that the Foundation was on 
the Roof. | 

This Edifice was built by that celebrated Ar- 
chitect Sir Chr:i/topher Mien, at the Expence of 
Archbiſhop Se, the Chancellor, Anno Dom. 
1669, and coſt his Grace no lefs than 15,0007. 
beſides which he left 20001. to purchaſe Lands 
for the perpetual Repair of it. 

Ihe Theatre deſerves to be mentioned as one 
of the principal Curioſities, and is by many 


ſtiled the fineſt Room in Europe. There is an 


excellent new Organ in it. The Galleries and 
Cieling are extremely curious. There are three 
Marble Statues on the Outſide, done by Mr. 
Chair: That of Charles II. on the Side next 
the Street, is in the Roman Dreſs, and well 
executed. 

In the Theatre are kept the public Acts, 
call'd the Comitia or Encænia: At which folemn 
Times there are ſeveral extraordinary Proctors 

| appointed, 
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=ppointed, who are to take care that public 
Peace is obſerv'd, and that all Perſons are plac'd 
according to their Degree. There are proper 
Places aſſign'd to all the Univ erſity, to the 
Members of Cambridge, and to Strangers. 

On the Weſt of the Theatre ſtands A/bmalr's 
Muſæum, a handſome Edifice, built by the 
Univerſity, of white hewn Stone, in the Form 
of our modern Houſes, being about 60 Feet 
long. It was finiſhed in the Year 1683, when 
a very valuable collection of Antiquities and fo- 
reign Curioſities were preſented to the Univer- 
ſity, and repoſited in it, by Elias Aſhmole, Eſq; 
this Infcription being ſet upon the Front of the 
Building, viz. 

Mu ſæum Alhmolcanum Schola Naturalis Hiſto- 
riæ Officina Chymica. 

Several Benefactions have been fince made, 
particularly by Dr. H::»1:ngt5n, who added 
ſome Eevptian Hieroglyphics, and other Anti- 
quities. Mr. Aaron (xcodear preſented them 
with an entire Mummv. 

Dr. Martin Lyſter gave the Univerſity a large 
Cabi: net of natural Guri 1O{1tiCs of 3 OWn Col- 


dals, Urns, Altar, Se. * . 25 gave 
many Collections of Plants and Animals brought 
by him from China, and preſerved in Spirits ; of 
Wine; and m. any other Beneiactions have been 
ſince added, which make it one of the richeſt 
Repotitorics of Curichties in Eurgpe. 

Mr. A/mile allo repotited here an excellent 
Collection of Manuſcripts, made by himſelf and 
his Father Sir William Dugdale; and in the 


lower 
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lower Part of the Building is an ufeful chymical 
Elaboratory, where Lectures are read in Chy- 
miſtry and Anatomy. 

But the moſt magnificent Structure in N»ford 
is the new public Library, for the building 
whereof that celebrated Phyſician Dr. Jahn 
Ratcliff left the Sum of 40,000/. It is of a cir- 
cular Form, the firſt Story a double Octogon, 
or 16 Square, and all above perfectly round. 
It is built of white hewn Stone, being 100 Feet 
Diameter from Outſide to Outſide. 

The Walls are three Feet thick, adorned 
with Pilaſters, and a noble Balluſtrade of Stone, 
which ſurround it on the Outſide at the Height 
of 89 Feet, above which there is a Cupola 
bo Feet high. There is a good Statue of the 
Doctor by Ry/#rac. The Doctor left 1590. 
per Annum to the Librarian, and 200/. per 
Am:um to buy Books, and 1007. per Annum for 
ever, for repairing the ſaid Library. 

The foundation Stone was laid May 17, 
1737, and the Building being compleated, was 
opened on Thurſday, April 13, 1749, with 
the following grand Ceremony ; 

The Truſtees, viz. the Duke of Beaufort, 
the Earl of Oxford, Sir Walter IWag/taff Bagot, 
Sir [/atkyn MWilliams TYynne, Bart. and Edward 
Smith, Eſq; recommended ſeveral Gentlemen 
to the Degrees of Doctors in Phyſick and in the 
Civil Law, which were conterr'd on Wedneſ- 
day the 12th. And on Thurſday the Rev. Dr. 
John Purnell, then Vice-Chancellor, the Heads 
of Houſes, Young Noblemen, Doctors and 
Proctors, Batchelors in Divinity, Law and 
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Phyſick, and Maſters of Arts, met in their reſ- 
pective Habits at St. Mary's Church; and from 
thence went in Proceſſion to A!l-Szuls College 
Hall, to wait on the Truſtees, who return'd 
with them in a ſolemn and more grand Proceſ- 
fon than has been known for many Years, to 
this Library, where the Duke of Beaufort de- 
liver'd the Key to the Vice-Chancellor for the 
Uſe of the Univerſity, who returned their thanks 
for the ſame in a ſhort but elegant ſpeech. From 
thence they proceeded to the I heatre, already 
well fill'd to enjoy ſo much ſplendor, where the 
Degree of Doctor in the Civil Law was con- 
ferr'd on ſeveral Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
Dr Brooke, Regius Profeſſor of Civil Law, pre- 
ſented them. "Then Dr. Lewis of Chri/t Church, 
ſpoke his Speech, inſtead of the Orator, in Ho- 
nour of Dr. Ratcliff, and next followed the 
juſtly celebrated Oration made by Dr. King, 
Principal of St. Mary Hall. And afterwards 
the Vice-Chancellor, in the Name of the Uni- 
verſity, return d Thanks to the Truſtees for 
their faithful execution of the Truſt repos'd in 
them, and the whole Ceremony concluded with 
an Anthem perform'd by a numerous Band. 

Near the Schools ſtands the Clarendon Printing 
Houſe, built in the Year 1711, with the Mo- 
ney ariſing by the Sale of the Lord Clarendim's 
Hiſtory, the Copy whereof was bequeathed to 
the Univerſity by that Noble Lord. It ſtands a 
little to the Northward of the Schools, being a 
large Edifice, 115 Feet in Length, and con- 
fiſts of two lofty Stories, built with white hewn 


Stone, and ſaſhed. It is adorned with the Sta- 
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res of the Nine Muſes on the Top; as alſo 
with a magnificent Portico, ſupported by large 
Pillars of the D:r:ic Order. Beſides the ſeveral 
Apartments affigned for Printing, there are o- 
ther ſpacious Rooms referved for the Uſe of the 
Univerſity, in one of which the Heads of Houſes 
meet. On the South Side is a Statue of the 
Earl of Clarendon. 

It is a great Diſadvantage to theſe fine Struc- 
tures, that they are crowded together in very 
little Order; had they formed a Square, or 
ſtood in ſome of their ſpacious Streets, they 
would have made a much grander Figure. 

After the public Buildings, the Phyi1c-Garden 
beſt. deſerves our Attention, which lies at the 
Eaſt End of the City, on the River Cherzwell, 
oppoſite to Magdalen College. This was the 
Donation of the Right Honourable Henry D'an- 
vers, Earl of Danby, who purchaſed the — 
(containing five Acres) of Magdalen College, 
ſurrounded it with a Wall, and erected ſever 
beautiful Gates at the Entrance. | 

The principal Gate is of the Compoſite Order, 
and has the following Inſcription on it, viz. 

Ghriæ Dei aptimi maxim Honor: Caroli I. 
Regis in Uſum Academia & Reipublice Henricus 
Comes Danby, Anno 1632. 

The Earl alſo ſettled an annual Revenue for 
the Maintenance of the Garden, and furniſhed 
it with Plants and Herbs, of which there are a 
vaſt Variety, Foreign and Domeltic, of great 
Uſe to ſuch Gentlemen of the Univerſity as tu- 
dy Phyſic. There are alſo many Plants which 
are proper to Countries lying between the I ro- 
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rice, vr very warm climates; ſuch as the Ana- 
24, or Pinc-Apple, the Plantain, the Coffee- 
Shrub, the Caper-Tree, the Cinnamon, and 
ſeveral kinds of Alves. 

Or theie the Fruit of the Auana or Indian 
Pine-Apple, comes to great Perfection, having 


the ſame dilicious Flavour as it has in warmer 


Climares; the Caper and the Coftee-Shrub alſo 
bear well; but the Plantain affords only Leaves, 
and the Cinnamon is a very inconſiderable Plant, 
ſcarce three Inches in Circumſerence. 

Ibis uſcful Foundation has been much im- 
proved by the late Dr. Sherard, who had been 
Conſul at Smyrna, and who brought from thence 


a valuable Collection of Plants. Dr. Sherard | 
augmented the Profeſſorſhip, and provided for 


an Aſſiſtant to the Profeſſor: He built a Library, 


adjoining to theGarden, for Botanical Books and 
ſupplied it with a curious Collection. The late 


Dr. Dillenius, who was put in the Profeſſorſhip 
by Dr. Sherard, was perhaps the greateſt Man 
of his Profeſſion in Europe. 

I proceed, in the next place, to the Deſcrip- 
tion of the ſeveral Colleges, and firſt, to that of 
St. Mary Magdalen, being the firſt we meet 
with in the Road from London.

MaGDALEN COLLEGE. 
HE College of St. Mary Magdalen is ſitu- 


ated without the Eaſt Gate, upon the Ri- 
ver Cherwell; the Buildings are very extenſive. 


There 
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Fhere is a ſmall Court juſt within the great 
Gate, from whence we paſs into a Cloiſter, 
which encompaſſes a pretty large Quadrangle, 
on the South Side whereof are the Chapel and 
Hall; and over the reſt of the Cloiſter are the 
Lodgings of the Students, and the Library. 

Their Chapel is a handſome ſpacious Edifice, 
in which is a piece of Painting repreſenting the 
laſt Judgment, celebrated by an eminent mo- 
dern Poet for a moſt exquiſite Piece, but does 
not ſeem to deſerve the Encomiums he beſtows 
upon it: But in a Pannel underneath there is a 
moſt excellent Piece, repreſenting our Saviour 
bearing his Croſs; 'twas taken at Vigo by the 
Duke of Ormond. They have an Organ in the 
Chapel, and Divine Service is ſung here as in a 
Cathedral. | 

The moſt remarkable Edifice among the old 
Building is a fine Tower, or Steeple, about 1 50 
Feet high, adorned with Pinnacles and other 
Works, and contains a muſical Ring of Bells: 
This Tower was erect by Cardinal Wolſey, once 
a Fellow and Burſer of this Houſe. 

But the Beauty of Magdalen College is the new 
Building, fituated about 200 Feet North of the 
above-mentioned Cloiſter. This Edifice is 300 
Feet in Length, and conſiſts of three Floors or 
Stories above the Cellars: A Balluſtrade of 
Stone runs along the Top of it ; and there is al- 
ſo a fine Cloiſter, ſupported by ſquare Pillars, 
which runs the whole Length of the Building. 
The whole is built of white hewn Stone, and 
ſaſhed after the modern Way. To this Build- 
ing it is intended to add two Sides more, and 
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with the old Building on the South to form one 


large Quadrangle, 240 Feet over either Way. 
The Front or grand Entrance of this Quadran- 
gle, is intended to be on the Weſt Side, and 
not towards the Street, which is taken up b 
the Chapel, Hall, &c. for this Part of the old 
Building, as I have intimated already, is de- 


ſigned to ſtand: This new Building, the Grove, | 


with a proper Herd of Deer, and the Preſident's 
Garden are truly delightful. 

There are ſeveral Particulars wherein this 
College is obſerved to have the Advantage of 
any other in the Univerſity, as its being ſituated 
on the River Cherwell, in a manner out of 
Town, with a fine Proſpect of the adjacent 


Country: The Walk upon the River, and 


their Grove, are Beauties not to be parallelled. 


The Grove is a charming Solitude, which 


feeds about twenty Head of Deer, and there is 
a very fine Bowling-Green on one Side of it. 
This College was founded by William Patten, 
of Wainfleet in Lincolnſhire, uſually called Main- 
fleet from the ſaid Village where he was born. 
He was educated in Winchefter School, from 
whence he was ſent to New College in Oxon. 
Having taken the Degree of Batchelor of Divi- 
nity, he was appointed chief Maſter of Vin- 
che ler School, where he continued 12 Years, 
and then was made Provoſt of Eaton College by 
King Henry VI. who preferred him to the Bi- 
ſhopric of Mincbęſter in the Year 1447, and in 


1449 he was conſtituted Lord High Chancellor 
of England. |

He firſt founded a Hall in ws jo without the 
Faſt Gate, which he dedicated to the Honour 
of St. Mary Magdalen, and in the Year 1456 
obtained Leave of King Henry VI. to convert 
St. John's Hoſpital, ſituated further Eaſtward, 
into a College, which the Hoſpitallers thereupon 
ſurrender'd to T ruſtees for that Uſe, with all their 
Manors, Lands, and Poſſeſſions; in conſide- 
ration whereof there were ſettled on the ſaid 
Hoſpitallers certain Penſions during their Lives; 
and the ſame Year the Biſhop being impower'd 
by a Royal Charter to found his College on the 
Side of the Hoſpital, he erected the great Qua- 
drangle and the Cloiſters about it,. and the 
Chambers and Library over them, and built al- 
ſo the Chapel and Hall in his Life-time ; which 
having repleniſhed with Fellows, &c. from the 
aforeſaid Hall and other Seminaries, he ordain- 
ed, that this Foundation ſhould be a perpetual 
College for 2 and indigent Clerks in the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford, ſtudying Arts and Sciences; 
and that it ſhould bear the Name of St. Mary 
Magdalen, in Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, St. Fo the Bapti/t, St. Peter, and St. 
Paul, the glorious Confeſſor St. Swithen, and all 
the tutelar Saints of the Cathedral Church of 
Iinton; and that the Number of Fellows ſhould 
be forty. He appointed alſo thirty Scholars, 
called Demies, or Semi-Commoners, with four 
Chaplain Prieſts, eight Clerks, and ſixteen Cho- 
riſters, beſides Servants. 

Among the ſubſequent Benefactors to this 
College was William Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arun- 
del, who ſtipulated with the Preſident and F el- 
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lows, (1 Ric. II.) chat they and their Suc- 
ceſſors for ever {ld celebrate daily Maſs for 
the Soul of Flimiciit, and the Soul of his Son 
7 howas rates, and the reſt of his Anceſ- 


tors, 4 wait from thence called the Arundel 
r 11 | Toetors and Maſters of this 
Colic, Tow ent hem, as well in their 


Pra ere at Caf ray 45 in their Sermons at St, 
Paul's in London on which Condition he gave 
them the Hoſpital of St. , ames at Aynoe in Nor- 
thamptonjhire, with all the Lands, &c. thereto 
belonging, which the College retain, tho' the 
Maſles have been diſuſed ever ſince the Refor- 
mation. 

What the Revenues of this College are at this 


Day, it may be difficult to aſcertain ; but it is 


generally held to be one of the richeſt Founda- 


tions of the kind in England, which occaſioned 
that violent proſecution in the Reign of King 
James II. 


There are in this College, one Preſident, 


forty three Fellows, four Chaplains, thirty De- 

mies, eight Clerks, and ſixteen Choiriſters; the 

whole Number of Students in their Books 108. 
Here is a Cuſtom of having the Univerſity

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QUEEN's COLLEGE. 


T E next College, after we have paffed St. 
Mary Magdalen, is Queen's, which ſtands 
within the Eaſt Gate, on the North Side of 
the High-Street. | 
The whole Area, on which this fine College 
is built, is an oblong Square, of 300 Feet in 
Length, and about 200 in Breadth, which be- 
ing divided by the Hall and Chapel, forms two 
ious Courts. 


The South End which is the grand Front, 


abuts upon the High-Street, in the Middle 


whereof is a magnificent Gate, and over it the 
Statue of Queen Caroline, under a Cupola ſup- 
ported by Pillars; the reſt of the Front being 
adorned with Niches, but no Chambers on this 
Side, except at each End. 

The firſt, or South Court, is a handſome 
Quadrangle, 140 Feet long, and 130 broad, 
having a lofty Cloiſter, ſupported by ſquare Pil- 
lars; on the Welt and South, and anotherCloiſter 
deſigned on the Eaſt. Over the Welt Cloifter 
are two Stories, conſiſting of the es 4 
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the Fellows and Students, a Gallery, and an 
elegant common Room; and within that Cloiſter, 
on the Ground-Floor, is the magnificent Apart. 
ment of the Provoſt. Over the Eaſt Cloiſter 
alſo are deſigned Chambers for the Fellows and 
Students, to be built like thoſe already erected, 
of white hewn Stone, and ſaſhed. The fecond, 
or North Court, is 130 Feet long, and go broad, 
having the Library over it on the Weſt, and 
Chambers for the F ellows and Students on the 
North, Eaſt, and South. 

The Buildings are in general very fine, but 
thoſe that are moſt admired are the Chapel, the 
Hall, the Library, the Provoſt's Lodgings, and 


the common Room. 


The Chapel is too Feet long, and 30 broad, 


having an arched Roof of a proportionable 
Height. The Windows are admirably painted, 
the Subject the Hiſtory of our Saviour, and caſt 
ſuch a venerable Shade, that it muſt inſpire eve- 
ry one with Devotion that enters this elegant 
Oratory. The Altar-Piece is admirably Ba 


and the lofty Cupola, ſupported by Pillars, no 


ſmal! Ornament to the College. 


The Hall, which is ſeparated from the Cha- 


pel only by a handſome Portico, is 60 Feet long, 
and 30 broad, with an arched Roof of a ſuita- 
ble Height, and appears to be one of the beſt- 
proportioned Rooms in Oxford. It is extremely 
well il uminated, and has a Chimney-Piece of 
beautiful Marble; and there is an Opening from 
the Gallery over the Weſt Cloiſter, which ſeems 
acſigned for Muſic ; and hither Strangers are 


frequently brought, who deſire to ſee the Soci- 


ety 
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ety at Dinner. The Library is built over the 
Weſtern Cloiſter of the inner Court, and is 
indeed a very elegant and ſpacious Room, 100 
Feet in Length, adorned with beautiful Claſſes, 
an well repleniſhed with Books and Manu- 
ſcripts in moſt Languages and Sciences. 

The Provoſt's Lodgings, which we enter by 
the Weſtern Cloiſter. of the firſt Court, are lofty 
ſpacious Rooms, well wainſcotted and finiſhed, 
The common Room is a large ſquare Room, 
wainſcotted with Oak, and adorned with a 
Chimney-Piece of excellent vein'd Marble, be- 
ing in all reſpects ſuitable to the reſt of the 
Apartments. 

Ralert Eglesficld, a Native of Cumberland, 
and Batchelor of Divinity in this Univerſity, 
having purchaſed ſeveral Tenements in the Pa- 
riſh of St. Peter's in the Ea, erected there a 
Collegiate Hall, at the Inſtance (and, probably 
hy the Encouragement) of Queen Philippa, 
Conſort of King Edward III. giving it the 
Name of Jula Scholarium Reginæ de Oxon; and 
on the 18th of January 1340, obtained the 
Royal Charter for incorporating the Society of 
this Hall or College ; by virtue whereof he con- 
ſtituted a Provoſt and twelve Fellows, ordering, 
that the Provoſt ſhould be choſen out of the 
Fellows, and be in Holy Orders; and that for 
the future the Fellows thould be elected out of 
the Counties of Cumberland and NM eHmoreland. 
He ordered the Society alſo to be called together 
at their Meals by the Sound of a Horn, which 
is now converted to a Trumpet; and that, 


when the Fellows in their Purple Gowns had 
placed 
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placed themſelves on the further Side of the 
Table, the XIiddle whereof is reſerved for the 
Provoit, the poor Scholars ſhould kneel before 
them on the oppoſite Side, and anſwer ſuch 
Queſtions in Philoſophy as ſhould be put to 
them by the Fellows before Dinner began. Pur- 
ple Gowns, however, are now diſuſed, the 
Fellows wear only Black; but that Part of the 
Statute which obliges theſe Scholars to knee! 
before the Fellows at Table, and anſwer ſuch 
Queſtions as are put to them, is ſtill kept up. 

The principal Benefactors, beſides the Found- 
er, were King Edward III. and his Queen Ph;- 
ippa; King Charles I. who gave this College 
three Rectories and three Vicarages in Hamp- 
Hire; Sir Foſeph Hilliamſon, who rebuilt part 
of the College, and lett 6ooo /. towards the 
aniſhing of it, beſides a molt valuable Library 
of Books; Dr. Barloto, Biſhop of Liuceln, alto 
gave his Books to this Library; Dr. Lancajter, 
the Provoſt of this College, and Dr. Tims; 
Haltin, were great Benefactors : And this Sv- 
ciety have been wondertully tortunate of late, 
having had two Benefactions left them of the 
Value of 5 or 6000 /. each. 

The Chamber over the old College Gate, op- 
polite St. Edmund's Hall, was the Habitation 
of King Henry V. when a young Scholar, where 
there remains his Picture in Braſs. | 

The Number of Members upon the Books in 
this College are one Provoſt, ſixteen Fellows, 
eight Chaplains, nine Tabardeers, fixteen poor 
Scholars, two Clerks, and twenty Exhibitioners; 
the Whole Number of Students of all kinds be- 
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ng 113, and they rather increaſe than de- 
cline. | 

A remarkable Cuſtom is, the ſenior Part of 
the College on New-Teer's Day give the young= 
er Members a Needle and "Thread, ſaying, 
Take this, and be thrifty, as a Rebus on the 
Founder's Name ( Arguille) in French, ſignify- 
ing a Needle, and Fil, a Thread, Egglesfield.

Another Cuſtom is, having a Boar's Head on

a celebrated Monkiſh Song, in Memory of a 
Tabbarder's killing a Wild Boar in Shotover 
Mood.

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El College is ſituated North of Qucen's, 
from which it is ſeparated only by a nar- 
row Lane. We enter this College by a magni- 
hcent Portal, leading into the firſt Court, which 
is a Quadrangle of about 100 Feet long, and 
80 broad, with a Statue of Pallas in the Mid- 
dle of it. Beyond this Court there is a ſecond, 
er inner Court, uot fo large as the former, but 
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exceeding beautiful, ſaid to be erected after the 
Model of Verſailles, with Triple Wings, and an 
Opening on the Eaſt into a Garden, from which 
it is ſeparated by an Iron Paliſade, and Gate « 
the ſame Materials, 130 Feet in Length. Bu 
the firſt Court, as built at the Foundation of the 
College, was with narrow arch'd Windows, in 
the Faſhion of the Times ; though, by its pre- 
ſent Appearance, it would not be gueſſed to 
have been ever in that Form. Soon after the 
Reſtoration another Story was added over the 
old Building, and by degrees all the Windows 
altered to a ſquare Form, and ſaſhed. Theſe 
Additions and Alterations have been ſo well ex- 
ecuted, that at preſent it can hardly be excelled 
by any Buildings in the Univerſity. 

The Chapel and Hall, however, forming the 
North Side of this Court, give it a very grand 
Air; for the Chapel, it muſt be confeſſed, is the 
largeſt and moſt complete Building of the kind 
in Oxford. | 

The Body of the Chapel is about 100 Feet 
long, and 30 broad, and of a proportionable 
Height ; the Altar-Piece, containing the Hi- 
ſtory of the Annunciation, is finely painted; the 
Painting of the Windows alſo is admirable, eſ- 
pecially of theſe that are lately done, contain- 
ing each of them four Portraits of Saints or Pro- 


phets, as large as the Life. Theſe the late ve 


nerable Warden, with the Concurrence of the 
Society, put up at the Expence of 1004. 4 
Window. Nor does the Chapel want any other 
Ornaments proper for a Place where Cathedral 
Service is performed; and there cannot 1 


— — 
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Her Room for Muſic; both the Organ and 
Voices are heard to great Advantage. 

We enter this Chapel by the Anti-Chapel, (a 
magnificent Building) which runs croſs the 
Weſt End of the former, and is ſupported by 
two vaſt Pillars. 

Adjoining to the Chapel is a ſpacious Cloiſter, 
on the North Side of which is a lofty Tower, 
with a tuneable Ring of Bells; but there is no 
Steeple contiguous to the Chapel. 

The Hall, which is ſituated at the Eaſt End 
of the Chapel, is about 70 Feet long and 35 
broad, and of a proportionable Height. This 
is the largeſt Hall in Oxford, except that of 
Chri/t-Church, and eſteemed a better propor- 
tioned Room. 

The Library conſiſts of two Rooms, both of 
them well repleniſhed with Books. 

The Warden's Lodgings are magnificent and 
commodious, the Rooms exceedingly well fi- 
niſhed, and beautifully furniſhed: and there is 
a good Garden 232 to it. The Fellows 
Garden is alſo a very deſirable Spot of Ground, 
lying Eaſt of the inner Court, planted with Ever- 
greens, and a Mount in the Middle of it, on 
the Top whereof are commodious Seats, which 
command good part of the City; but the moſt 
agreeable Proſpect from thence is the inner 
Court, already mentioned, with its inimitable 
Wings. | 

This College was founded by Dr. ill. Long, 
a Native of #/ictham in Hampſhire, from whence 
he obtained the Name of William of Wickham. 
He was advanced by King Edward III. who 

| D 2 conſtituted 
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con ſtituted him Biſhop of MHincleſer, and Lord 
High Chancellor of Eg. 

tHe maintzined feventy Students in ſeveral 
Halls at Oxf@rd for ſeven Years betore he ercct— 
ed this College, and in the Year 1379 obtained 
a Charter for their Incorporation. The Foun- 
dation Stone was laid {arch 5, 1379; and it 
was finiſhed on April 14, 1386, when the 
Wardens and Fellows took Poſſeſſion of it by 
a ſolemn P'roceſſion. Betides a Warden, he ap- 
pointed ſeventy Scholars, ten Chaplains, three 
Clerks, and ſixteen Choiriſters, with handſome 
Stipends ; directing, that fifty of the Scholars 
{hould apply themſelves to Arts and Divinity, 
ten to the Study of the Civil, and ten to the 
Common Law. 

By a Compoſition between the Univerſity and 
the b ounder it was agreed, that the Fellows of 
this College ſhould be admitted to all Degrees 
in the Univerſity, without any Grace of the 
Congregation of Maſters, or undergoing any 
Examination for them in the public Schools, 
provided they were examined in the College ac- 
cording to the Form of the Univerſity, and had 
their Graces given them in like manner by ths 
Governors of the College. 

The pious Founder of this College alſo found- 
ed St. Hary's College near J/inche/ter, with a 
large School, as a Nurſery, from whence the 
College is ſupply'd, firſt, by the Founder's 
Kinſmen, and then by the Senior on Roll. 

The Warden and Fellows of /#7:che/ter are 
nobly accommodated by the plentiful Proviſion 
made by tat Part of this worthy Prelate's 
Bouiity. Among 
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Among the ſubſequent Benefactors are Dr. 
2 Buckingham, Biſhop of Lincoln ; Dr Tho. 

eckingham, Fellow of this College, and after- 
wards Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Lord 
Chancellor of England; Dr. Thomas White, 
Fellow of this College, and Biſhop of in- 
cheſter. 

The preſent Members of this Society are one 
Warden, ſeventy Fellows, ten Chaplains, three 


Clerks, one Sexton, and fixteen Choiriſters ; 
the whole Number of Students of all kinds be- 


ing uſually about 115. 


The Univerſity Sermon is preach'd here every 
Lady-Day and Trinity Sunday, in the outward. 
Chapel. 

Another Cuſtom is calling the Fellows to

[J Niverſity Collegs is ſituated on the South 
Side of the High-Street, oppoſite to that 
of All-Souls, the Front extending 260 Feet and 
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upwards along the Street. This College con- 
is of two Courts, each of them having a hand- 
ſore Gate, with a Tower over it, next the 
Street. The Wetit Court, called the Old Court, 
is a regular Quadrangle of 100 Feet on every 
Side; the Eaſt, or New Court, alſo is a regu— 
lar Square, 80 Feet over either Way. The 
principal Buildings are the Chapel. che Hall, 

the Library, and the Maſter's Lodgings. T be 
Chapel is ſituated on the South Side of the old 
Quadrangle, the Hall ſtands alſo on the South 
Side of the old Quadrangle, Weſt of the Cha-

5 Ihe Maſter's Lodging: takes up the Eaſt Side 
of the new Quadringle, and is an elegant Build- 
ing. 

Univerſity College is generally ſaid to be the 
oldeſt Foundation in Oxf:rd; that it was erect- 
ed and endowed by Ning Alfred, Anna 872 ; 
but as there are n remains of thoſe Halls, faid 
to be erected by red, and the Students in the 
Reign of the Congueror were deprived of their 
Stipends ſettled upon them, which uted to iffue 
vut of the King's Exchequer, and the preſent 
College was built and endowed long after Ba- 
lizl, that old &. attihh Foundation diſputes the 
Point of Antiquity with this. And it appears 
that the Hall, where this Society performed 

their Exerciſcs, was from the Year of the Con- 
guten "till the Year 1232 hired by the Students 
of he Towenſnen, of whom T/illiam Arch- 
deacen of Durham, the Founder, bought it a- 
bout that Time, and gave it to the Scholars of 
this Houſe, endowing the ſame with Lands.

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The ſame Archdeacon bequeathed 310 Marks 
ſor the Education of ten or twelve Students 1.3 
the Univerlity at large, which Money the Vice— 
Chancellor. and Matters at firſt lent to the Scho- 
lars, on Security given for the Re- pay ment of 
it. After wards four Xlaſters were delegated for 
the Adminiſtration of this Charity, Which was 
Mid out in making Purchaſce of Houles for the 
Students. The moit conſiderable Benefactors, 
after the Archdeacon, were Henry Pierqy, Earl 
of Aorthumberland; Robert Dudley, Earl of Lei- 
cr/ter , Sir Simon Bennet, who inthe Year 1638 
entircly built the extenſive Front of this College 
at his own Expence; and lately Dr. Ratcliff, 
with whoſe Bencfaction the Maſter's Lodgings 
making one Side of the Eaſtern Quadrangle, 
was built. The ſame Gentleman alſo ſettled 
bool. per Aunum on two travelling Fellowſhips, 
and has indeed been the moſt bountiful Bene- 
factor to the Univerſity in general, as well as 
to this College (of which he was a Member) in 
particular, that has appeared in the two laſt 
Centuries, 

In this College there are one Maſter, twelve 
Fellows, ſeventeen Scholars, and uſually about 
100 Students of all forts : The Viſitors are the 
Vice-Chancellor, Doctors in Divinity, and the 
two Proctors.

Fs College is ſituated in the High-Street, 
Weſt of Ne, and conſiſts chiefly of 
two Courts. 1. The old Court, having the 
High-Street on the South, and the Chapel at the 
North End of it. In this old Quadrangle is a 
Dial, contriv'd by that ingenious Architect Sir 
Chriſtopher Mren, when Fellow of the College, 
which, by the help of two Half Rays, and one 
whole one for every Hour, ſhews to a Minute 
what is the Time, the Minutes being mark'd 
on the Sides of the Rays, fifteen on each Side, 
and divided in fives by a different Character. 
2. Their grand Court, fituated behind the 
former, is a ſpacious and beautiful Quadrangle, 
having the 1 the North, the Hall and 
Chapel on the South, the Cloiſter on the 
Weit, and the Common Room, with other. 
handſome Apartments, on the Eaſt, adorned 
with two beautiful Gothic Towers. The Cha- 
pel of this College is about 70 Feet long, and 
o broad; the Anti-Chapel of the ſame Dimen- 
10ns; the Altar Piece is of beautiful clouded 
Marble, and over it a fine Aſſumption-Piece of 
the Founder, painted by Sir James Thornhill. 
Here are alſo two elegant Vaſes, one on each 
fide of the Altar, by the ſame Hand ; the Bas- 
Relief of which repreſents the Inſtitution of 
the two Sacraments, 1 
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The Root of the Chapel is divided into Com- 
dartments, carved and gilded. 

The New Library is a magnificent Gallery, 
209 Feet long, and 30 broad, and about 40 Feet 
if b, built of white hewn Stone, and finiſhed 
at a great Expence. The Outſide is Gothic, in 
conformity with the reſt of the Quadrangle. The 
Infide conliſts of two grand Ranges of Bookcaſes, 
one above the other, ſupported by Pilaſters of 
the Doric and [onic Orders. T he Cieling, 
and Piers between the Windows, are adorned 
with molt beautiful Stucco-Work, by the in- 
cenious Mr. Roberts of this Place. Oree the 
Bookcaſes are placed interchangeably Vaſes, and 
Buſtoes of many eminent Perſons, formerly 
Fellows of the Society. The Elegance of the 
Room, and the Choiceneſs of the Collection, 
conſiſting greatly of ſcarce and foreign Books, 
make this eſteemed one of the beſt Libraries 
in Oxferd. | 

The Status of that generous Benefactor, Co- 
lonel Cadrington, is erected in the Middle of the 
Library, on a Pedeſtal of veined Marble ; this 
Part of the Building being twice the Breadth of 
the reſt. It appears, by an Inſcription on the 
Pedeſtal, that the Colonel died Anne 1710, and 
that the Statue was erected in the Year 1730. 
The Area, or wide Space in the Middle of the 
Building, div des it in a manner into two Rooms. 
The Hall is an elegant Room, in which are the 
Portraits of Archbiſhop Chichely, Founder; Col. 
Calringtan, and Sir Nathanicl Ll:yd. 

The VWarden's Lodge Sings, W hich front the

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the College, is a handſome Houſe, late the 
Dwelling of George Clarke, L. L. D. a great 
Benefactor. 

The Founder of this College, Dr. Henry Chi- 
chely, was born at Higham-Ferrers in Northamp- 
ton/hire, and being ſent to V incheſter School, 
was removed from thence to New College in 
Oxford. Anno 1387, where he took the Degree 
of Doctor of Civil Law. He was made Arch- 
deacon of Sarum, and afterwards Chancellor of 
the ſame Church, by Dr. Richard Medeford, Bi- 
ſhop of that Dioceſe; and becoming known to 
King Henry IV. was ſent on ſeveral Embaſſies 
by that Monarch, and advanced firſt to the Bi- 
ſhopric of St. David's, in which having con- 
tinued five Years, he was tranſlated on Fuly 29, 
1414, to the See of Canterbury, of which he 
remained Archbiſhop twenty-nine Years. He 
laid the Foundation of A!l-Souls College in 1437; 
the Charter of Incorporation is dated May 20, 
16 Henry VI. in which it is called Collegium 
Animarum omnium Fidelium defunforum at 
Oxon. | 

By the Statutes he gave this College, he ap- 
pointed forty Fellows, whereof twenty four were 
directed to ſtudy Divinity and Philoſophy, and 
the other ſixteen the Civil and Canon Law. He

ands and Revenues of ſeveral diſſolved Priories 

to endow his College, and in his Life- time 

erected the Chapel, and all the reſt of the 

Buildings (except ſome very modern ones) which

Marks. 

The moſt conſiderable Benefactors, next to 
the Founder, have been Colonel Chriſtepher Co- 
arington, Governor of the Leeward 1/lands, and 
Fellow of Alil-Souls, already mentioned, George 
Clarke, L. L. D. the late Duke of Marton, 
Daddington Greville, Eſq; and Sir Nathaniel 
Floyd, (who at the Time that he was Fellow of 
this College, was Head of a College in Cam- 
bridge.) The Colonel bequeathed 6000 /. for 
building the noble Librarv already deſcribed, 
his own valuable Study of Books, and 4000 /. 
more to purchaſe new ones ; and Dr. Clarke 
gave his beautiful Houſe, &c. for the Uſe of 
the Wardens ſucceſſively of the College. He 
alſo very much augmented the Chaplainſhips, 
and intended to have been a much larger Be- 
nefactor to the College, but found Occaſion to 
beſtow thoſe Favours on I/arcefter College. 

In this College are one Warden, forty Fel- 
lows, two Chaplains, and nine Clerks. 

In this College was a Cheſt, call'd Chichely's 
Cheſt, from whence, on extraordinary Occaſi- 


ons, the Fellows us'd to lend Money. 


A very peculiar Cuſtom is the celebrat- 
ing the Mallard Night, every Year, on the 
14th of Fanuary, in Remembrance of an ex- 
ceſſive large Mallard or Drake, ſuppos'd to 
have long rang'd in a Drain or Sewer where it 
was found at the digging for the Foundation of 
the College. It is the Cauſe of much Mirth, 
for on the Day is always ſung a merry old Song 
let to ancient Muſic.

This College was founded by Richard Flem- 
ming a Native of Crayſton in Yerifhire, who 
received his Education in this Univerlity, where 
hc was a ſtrenuous Allertor of Mictliꝶt's Doc- 
trine, and afterwards no lefs zealous againſt it, 
:1r-{omach, that it is ſaid he deſigned this Col- | 
lege as a Seminary for learned Men who ſhould 
opp'-{{: thoſe Opinion. He was made Biſhop 
of Lrincln by King Henry V. and died in the 
Year 1431. He begun this Foundation when 
he had been Biſhop about ſeven Years, and ob- 
tained the Charter of Incorporation from King 
Heury VI. in the ſixth Year of his Reign, where- 
by he was impowered to annex the Rectory of 
Alballss to it, and conſtituted the Rector and 
Fellows perpetual Patrons of this Church.

This Society was firit placed at Aalden in 
Sur by Il. alter de Herton, Lord Chancellor of 
England, and afterwards Biſhop of Reche/ter, 
inne 1264; but he afterwards remov'd them 
from Malden to St. Ja Bapti/t's Street in Ox- 
ford, having built a College on ſome Grounds he 
purchaſed there. He afterwards ettabliſh'd them 
by a Charter he obtained of the Crown in the 
Year 1274, endowing it with a ſuitable Re- 
venue. 

With ſo much Prudence was this College 
founded, that King Henry III. recommended it 
to Hugo, Biſhop of Zh, a as a Model for his in- 
tended Munificence in Cambridge, according to 
which Peter- H>: iſe was afterwards erected in 
that Univerſity. And farther, it is faid of the 
Founder of Merten College, that tho' in Expence 
he was the Founder of only one, by Example 
he was the Founder of many Colleges. 

PZ, the Benefactors were Jahn I illyott, 

J. P. Chancellor of the Univ erſity, who 
wa call his perſonal, and part of his real Eſtate, 
ivr the Maintenance of certain Exhibitioners, 
who were atterwards call'd Poſtmaſters ; and 
Jahn Chambers, once a Fellow of this College,

The Dean of the Cathedral Church is Head 


of this College and there are eight Canons, to 
two of which there are annex'd the Regiw 
Profeſſorſhips of Divinity and Hebrew. 

The Dean and Canons have their Title and 
Inſtitution by Royal Grant; and as ev 
other College is governed by its local Statutes 
and Cuſtoms, Chri/t-Church is governed by no 
other Laws than the Acts of the Dean and 


Chapter, which are revocable at pleaſure by the 
ſame Authority. 


Beſides the Dean and Canons, there are 101 


Students in this College, who are yearly elected 
from Ii e/tminſter School on the 26th of April; 


and, including Noblemen, Gentlemen Commo- 


ners, and other Members of this Society, they 


amount to about 200. 

Cardinal Lolſey may be deemed the Founder 
of this College, though King Henry VIII. has 
the Honour of it; for the Cardinal not only laid 
the Detign, but endowed it with larger Revenues 
chan the King afterwards ſuffered the College to 

enjoy;

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enjoy; ; and the Cardinal procured from the Pope 
two Bulls, in the Years 1524 and 1 525, for ſup- 
prefling the Priory of St. Frideſwide in Oxford, 

and another he was about to erect at /þ wich, 

the Place of his Nativity; and on the 13th of 
July, 1525, he obtained the Royal Charter of 
Foundation, empowering him to build the faid 
College at Oxford on the ſame Ground the Prio- 
ry of St. Frideſwide ſtood, and to endow this and 
the College at Ipſwich with the Revenues of the 
ſuppreſſed Monaſteries; the ſaid College at Ox- 
fird to have the Name of Cardinal Call. ge, and 


be governed by a Dean and Secular Canons, and 


dedicated to the Honour of the Hzly Trinity, the 
Bleſſed Virgin Mary, St. Fridefwide, and All- 
Saints, The Foundation Stone of this College 
was laid on the 15th of July, 1525; but the Car- 
dinal being adjudged to have incurred a Premu- 
nire in acting by the Pope's Authority, in the 
Year 1529 his Majeſty was pleaſed to ſeize on 
this College, and all the Lands which had been 
ſertled upon it, under pretence of their being for- 
teited to the Crown. 


The King retained the Lands and Revenues 


| of this Coll lege in his Poſſeſſion (or affigned 


them to ſome of his Courtiers, who enjoy ed the 


Profits of them) until the Year 1532, when, at 
| the Inſtance of Lord Cromwell, and ſome others 


who had been educated under the Cardinal, he 
granted Letters Patent, dated July 18, 1532, 
whereby he founded a new College on the Site of 
the former, to which he gave the Name of

each. In the Year 1663, William T hruftoen, 
of Londen, by his Will, gave the Sum of 800 l. 
to King's College in Oæſerd, for the Education 
of one Scholar therein, which was adjudged to 
belong to Chrift Church, after a Suit of Law 
with Oriel College (which inſiſted on being a 
Royal Foundation as well as Brazen-Naſe;) 
whereupon another Scholar was added, which 
makes the Number of Students, or Scholars of 
this College to be 101 compleat. 

Several other conſiderable Benefactions have 
been given to this College fince by private 
Hands, particularly Richard Buſby, S. P. P. for- 
merly a Student of this Houſe, and aſterwards 
Maſter of Meſiminſter School, and Prebendary 
of Weſtminſter, founded two Lectures here, 
(one for the Oriental Languages, and the other 
for the Mathematics) which he handſomely en- 
dowed. 

Cardinal F/:lſey had not an Opportunity of 
finiſhing the Buildings of this College in the 
Manner he deſigned : He erected no more than 
the Eaſt and South Side of the grand Quadran- 
ele, and good Part of that magnificent Front on 
the Weſt Side of it, and had juſt laid the Foun- 
dation of a Chapel on the North Side. He pro- 
poſed to have erected a Cloiſter about the Quad- 
rangle, but his Diſgrace put an End to all his

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In the Y car 1638 the North Side of the gra 
Quadrangle was begun ; but, before the Shel 
was well finiſhed, the Civil Wars broke Out, 
whereupon it was demoliſhed by the Rebels, and 
the Timber ſerved the Soldiers for Fuel : But, 
on the Reſtoration, this Part of the Buildiny 
was begun again, by the Direction and Encou- 
ragement of Dr. Fell, then Dean of the Col. 
lege; and finiſhed Anno 1665, together with

This is now rebuilding, and the 
Library actually finiſhed, which is a magnifi- 
cent Edifice, 100 Feet in Length, and built of 
hewn Stone, over an elegant Cloiſter, ſupport-

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this College is to conſiſt of one ſpacious Quad- 
rangle, 130 Feet long, and 115 broad; the 
Library on the Eaſt, the Chambers of the Fel- 
lows and Scholars on the North and South, and 
the Gardens, which are to lie on a Deſcent to 
the River, on the Weſt: The Apartment of 
the Provoſt is to be at the North-Weſt Angle; 
the Chapel and Hall to be in the Front of the 


College, the firſt on the Right, and the other 


on the Left, at the Entrance of the Gate, and 
to extend Weſtward to the Library; the Di- 
menſions of the Chapel and Hall to be the fame, 
diz. each of them to be 50 Feet in Length, and 
25 in Breadth ; from whence it is eaſy to fore- 
ſee, that this College will enjoy not only the 
pleaſanteſt Situation, but be one of the molt ele- 
gant Structures in this Univerſity. 

This College was founded Anno 1714 by Sir 
Thomas C5:kſcy, Bart. for a Provoſt, fix Fellows, 
and fix Scholars. 

It was anciently call'd Glouceſter Hall, from 
the Benediftine Monks of Glouce/ter, who edu- 
cated their Novices here in Academical Learn- 
inz. On the Suppreſſion of Religious Houſes, 
this was veſted in King Henry VIII. who grant- 
ed it to Dr. Robert Ning, the firſt Biſhop of 
Oxford, for a Palace for him and his Succeſſors, 
and the Biſhop remained in Poſſeſſion thereof as 
long as the See was at Ouſney. 

It was purchaſed afterwards by St. Fohr's Col- 
lege, and called St. Fohn Bapti/t's Hall, a Fel- 
low of St. Vahn's being Principal of it; and in 
1714 was converted into a College, by a Char- 
ter obtained from Queen Anne.

1: At preſent it is 
an eminent Houſe of Learning, chiefly for the 
Education of Perſons intended for Holy Orders. 

In the Statutes, which the Founder has pub- 
liſh'd may be ſeen his pious Intention. The 
Society is at preſent a Principal, Fellows, Stu- 
dents, and two of Lady Holford's Charter-Houſe 
Exhibitioners, beſides many other Members of 
the uſual Names, as Commoners, Oc. 
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HERE are till five Halls remaining, 
which are not endowed or incorporat- 
ed ; for this is that which diſtinguithes 

a Hall from a College in Oxford. The tirſt is 


no more than a Hotel, or Inn, where the Stu- 
dents hire their Chambers of the Principal, and 


pay for their Diet; the other conſiſts of a Head, 


Fellows, and Scholars, incorporated by the 
King's Charter, and endowed with Lands, &c. 
which yields the Fellows and Scholars a certain 
Revenue, and defrays all the Expences of their 
Commons ; and every College has its Statutes, 
which the Members are obliged to obey by their 
Oaths at their Admittance, and may be puniſhed 
or expelled for not obſerving them. 

There was not, 600 Years ago, any Col- 
lege, according to the Notion we have of theſe 
Houſes at preſent, in either Univerlity ; they 
were all Halls, or Hotels, and hired molt com- 
monly of the Townimen by the Students to 
perform their Exerciſes in, the Students for the 
the moſt part lodging or boarding in the Town(- 
men's Houſes ; but, at this Day, the Students 
lodge and diet in their reſpective Halls, and 
take an Oath to obey the Statutes and Cuſtoms 


of the Hall, which Statutes are made and alter- 


ed from tune to time by the Chancellor and 
Univerſity,

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Univerſity, who has the Nomination of all the 
Principals, unleſs the Head of Edmund, who is 
appointed by Quten's College. 

Before the Reformation ſeveral Ahhies and 
Religious Houſes had their Halls in CV, for 
the Inſtruction of their Novices in the Liberal 
Arts; but theſe were all ſupprefled, with the 
Monaſteries they belonged to. Some of them, 
however, were purchaſed by Founders, who 
erected Colleges on the Sites of ſuch Houſes, 
particularly Durham Hall, now Trinity College; 
Glouceſter Hall, now V orceſter College; and 
Bradgate Hall, now Pembroke College. 

The five Halls remaining in Oxfrrd are, St. 
Alban's Hall, Edmund Hall, St. Mary Hall, 
New-T:m Hall, and Magdalen Hall.
